caption, “A Discussion of Age Statis- 
ties.” Among other things shown is 
the Increase tn longevity In the United 
States. The median age of the aggre 
gate population of continental United 
States—that is, the age which exactly 


22.85 years, One-half the population 
{s above that, the other half below it. 
This !s a great advance over the me- 
dian age a century ago, which was 
15.07. Since 1820 the advance each, 
decade has been on an average about 
two-thirds over the previous advance. 
The median age of the population liv- 
Ing in citles of over 25,000 inhabitants 
Is about 314 greater than the popula- 
tion in smaller cities and {n the rural 
districts. The reason for this !s that 
there is a higher birth rate in the rural 
districts, while the younger adult pop- 
ulation throngs to the cities. The me- 
dian age In the North Atlantic and 
Western States is higher than in the 
South Atlantic and South Central 
States, This fact Indicates that with 
all the severity of Northern winters, 
followed by Inclement springs, the cll- 
mate at the North is more favorable to 
health than is that of the Southern 
States, with all thelr mildness. The 
fact that the median age !s advancing 
constantly offsets the tendency to a 
decreasing birth rate. A large number 
of births is not so important as the 
survival to middie and old age of those 
who are born, The economle waste is 
fearful where a large proportion of 
children do not reach the tenth year. 
The further the median age advances 
so much the better for the entire pop- 
ulatlon—economically and every way. 
Earning power counts but Httle before 


Despite the anxlety regarding race sul- 


in the United States, Because of the 
great decrease in the proportion of 
deaths of children under 5 years of 
age during the last ten years the new 
decade may advance the median age 
far beyond that of any previous in- 
crease for the same length of time.

These are 
points worth remembering.

There is an opening in this sec- 
tion fora manor a company of 
men with a little means, to invest 
itin a channel that would bring 
them large returns from the first. 
The Stikine river is navigable for 
150 miles. For six to eight mos. 
a year the river is open, and there 
isnotatime during the summer 
season when passengers do not de- 
sire to get up and when freight 
awaits shipment, at almost any 
price that may be asked. A smal] 
steamer that would carry a few 
tons cf freight and a few passen- 
gers, would pay from the very start 
on this run. 





The verdict in the Ball case has 
brought up the question of the dif- 
ference between murder and man- 
slaughter, and the degrees in each. 
In manslaughter there are no de- 
grees; it is just ‘“‘manslaughter,” 
and is so fixed because murder has 
been committed in a heat of passion 
and without malice aforethought. 
In murder there are two degrees— 
first and second. Murder in the 
first degree is where the deed com 
mitteed has been premeditated by 
asane person, and with malice 
aforethought; the second degree is 
where some extenuating circum- 
stances have connected with the 
murder. Inthe first degree the 
sentence is hanging; in the second, 
imprisonment for life; manslaugh- 
ter, prison for 1 to 20 years. 


Judging from what we can learn 
the eyes of prominent mining men 
are being turned toward this part 
of the country. We understand 
that Mr. Parker, head of the Brown 
Alaska Company that owns the 
emelter at Hadley, is quite deeply 
interested in the mineral belts of 
this section, and it is believed that 
with proper encouragement he 
could be induced to interest him- 
self in a number of the undevelop- 
ed mines of the Wrangell district. 
Sentineb believes that with the 
opening up of anumber of claims 
a smelter would be in demand at 
Wrangell, and we would gladly 
welcome Mr. Parker of any other 
rustling mining man.

Important Decision, 





{Record-Miner.} 

The register and receiver of the 
Junean land office has just receiv- 
ed an important letter of instruc- 
tions from the general land depart- 
ment in regard to the entry of coal 
land lawsin Alaska. The letter is 
dated March 25, 1905, and is as 
follows: 

“The notice of location or declar- 
atory statement, as it may be ceall- 
ed, of a coal claim in Alaska is re- 
quired by enid act of April 28,1904, 
as will be observed from the quota- 
tion from the statute (section 1 of 
said act), to be filed with the regie- 
ter and receiver of the land district 
in which the lands are located or 
situated, and, accordingly, ic is 
your duty to receive such papers 
when offered, note the date of filing 
thereon, and record the same upon 
your abstracts as is the case of oth- 
er applications to take public land. 
The word “record” as used in the 
statute is not coustrued to mean 
so far as your office is concerned, 
that the entire paper offered shall 
be copied into the records as is re- 
quired when the same is filed with 
the recorder of the recording dis- 
trict. The notice of location,which 
is equivalent to the declaratory 
statement under the general land 
laws, must be sworn to by the 

‘laimant himself, and an attorney 
in fact may then file the same, and 
if the claimant shows by his affida- 
vit that he is not personally ac- 
quainted with the character of the 
land, the agent may make the re- 
juired affidavit as to its character. 
(See paragraphs 83 to 35 coal land 
regulations, approved July 31,1882. 

“Accordingly when filed by an 
agent, the notice of location should 
be sworn to by the claimant,should 
contain in substance the particu- 
lars set outin the form in para- 
graph 28 of the general regulations 
before mentioned (except that the 
affidavit as to the charscter of the 
land may be made by the agent) 
and be accompanied by a duly exe- 
cuted power of attorney. The so- 
called notice of location accom- 
panying the papers you enclose is 
of no effect, as itis signed by the 
attorney in fact and does not con- 
tain the statements required under 
the regulations. * * * 

“Unless papers follow, in sub- 
stance and form, the statutes and 
the regulations (meaning the regu- 
lations of July 18, 1904, and of 
July 1882,80 far as applicable), 
they should be rejected subject to 
the right of appeal, No record 
whatever should be made of pow- 
ers of attorney, bills of sale or oth- 
er instruments effecting the title to 
such coal claims. Such papers 

sould not be received by your of- 
fice except as part of a showing of 
title on application to enter. A 
power of attorney showing author- 
ity for the making of a coal loca- 
tion might be received and filed 
with the notice of location already 
in your files. Deeds or other as- 
signments of title should be filed 
for record in the recording district 
and you have no duty to perform 
in relation thereto. * * * You 
will be allowed to charge as fees 
three dollars for filing each notice 
of location, and ten dollars for each 
application for patent or adverse 
claim, under the provisions of par 
agraph 9 of section 2238 U.S. Ree 
vised Statutes, coal lands being 
held 10 be mineral lands.” 

Up to date about 500 coal land 
locations have been filed in the Ju- 
neau land office, nearly all of 
which are ineffective under the 
above ruling, and will therefore be 
rejected. The most of these notices 
can, however, be cured by the filing 
of a proper declaratory statement 
by the claimant and his agent. 

Under the rulings of the courts 
and the land department, it is be- 
lieved that the notices of location 
posted on the claims, will protect 
the claimants in their possessory 
rights until they shall have an op- 
portunity to make a proper record 
in the local land office. 

Register Dudley and Receiver 
Mullen are preparing a circular let- 
ter of instruction to claimants 
which will contain a synopsis of 


the coal land laws and instructions 
in regard to filing, entry and fees. 


The President has finished his 
hunt and has gone home. 





While the Ketchikan and Junean 
papers are discussing district court 
matters, permit the SenTInEL to 
suggest that Wrangell, in the gen 
eral trend of affairs, should be plac- 
ed on the calendar for regular terms 
of district court, There is already 
a building here that with a little 
remodeling would make a credita- 
ble court building, and hence that 
expense would not be necessary to 
the government. If this were es- 
tablished as a point for holding 
court, it would make four pointe— 
Skagway, Juneau, Wrangell and 
Ketchikan—about equal distance 
apart, and would seem to be more 
just to our citizens, who, under 
present conditions, are dragged off 
a hyndred miles or more to attend 
court. We hope the proper author- 
ities will consider this matter in 
the near future, It would not bea 
bad idea for the Chamber of Com- 
merce to take this matter up to see 
if something cannot be done. 





It is quite » probable that a great- 
er number of excursionists will vis- 
it Alaska this year than ever be- 
fore in the history of the country — 
thousands having already signified 
their intention of seeing this dis- 
trict. We should all get ready for 
them.
